Reference is made to zoy ^ismorandum to you dated December 8, 1948« 
vihich advised that the House Un-American Activities Cosciittee iMould make a^all*-^ 
able the documents in their possession and that copies of them would be mads 
for the Department* 

On the afternoon of December 8, 1943, when Agents of this Bureau 
contacted Congressman Mundt, the Congressman advised that the only copy of the 
documents available was presently being examined by the State Department to 
determine what portion can be released with regard to possible prejudice to 
the public welfare* Congressman Nixon at this point stated that only two 
copies of the film were made; that one copy is presently being utilized in 
connection with thei proceedings- in Na^* York City and the other is in the 
possession of the House Un-American Activities Committee. Mr. Nixon pointed 
out that the Justice Department and the FBI certainly have access to the 
copy being utilised at Hew York, and further stated that he felt no additional 
copies should be made. Congressman Rankin made the remark that he did not 
see why the FBI did not obtain the copy desired from the Attorney Geuereil. 
Congressrrian Mundt advised that there may have been some misunderstanding based 
upon his previous conversation with an official of this Bureau and suggested 
that he be recontacted later in the afternoon. 

For your information all of the documents that the committer mad« 
available to the Grand Jury in New York have already been received by this 
Bureau, flo^vever, it is believed that the cornmittee did not make everything 
available to the Grand Jury. A discreet effort will be made to determine 
whether the committee has ajy films or documents which ^ere not made available 
to the Grand Jury. If the committee states that they have furnished everything 
to the Grand Jury, then this Bureau will have possession of complete copies. 

I I have been iziformed through a reliable source close to the committee 
[that Congressman Nixon is atteoqpting to embarrass this Bureau if possible in 

/] connection with this matter, and that he also intends to do everything hr can 

/ [to have me called before the committee to testify*

I thought you novilA be interested in Icio^flng that the press is mak- 
ing Inquiries concerning the FBI having cleared- Alger His* while he iras em- 
ployed by the State Deoartnent. One of the stories the press has picked up is 
that "^en the former Secretaary of State Byrnes heard ugOy naaors going arormd 
regarding Hiss, he referred the matter to the FBI 1*0 cleared Hiss." The press 
is also saying that John Foster Dulles, prior to the time he appointed Alger 
Hiss toth* posdtlctt of President oT the Carnegie Ehdoroienfcfor International 
Peace, took the natter up iiitb the FBI, Tiho cleared Hiss* 




For your infomatioa if such statenents have been made, they are 
tirely false since the FBI, as yoa fcoor, never clears or charges anyone. Par- 
therenore,. a tharough review of the contents of the FBI files reflects that the 
FBI could not have cleared Hiss*. 

Ckx September 2, 1939, ^hittaker Chambers had a meeting -with Idolph 
4* Berle, Jr», then Assistant Secretary of State-, at iihidi time. Chambers re- 
vealed his activities in connection with an underground apparatus of the Co*- 
mnnist Party la agencies of the United States Goverment from approximateOy 
1935 to 1937. 

The following informtion appears in Mr. Bale's noUs taken at ths 
time of his. interview witlt Ctaaber* regarding Alger Hiss* .

I told him that 
we had one party in mind as a possible suspect^ although there was 
no direct evidence to sustain this suspicion* I told him that the 
suspected man was Alger Hiss but that I did not feel it was the time 
to make any accusation as there was no direct proof of the saioe* 
Ur« Acheson stated that he would not mention Mr* Hiss* name to the 
Secretaxy of State as he assumed that I might do so in my talk with 
the Secretaiy of State •' I told Ur. Acheson that I did not intend to 
mention HLss* name to the Secretary of State because of the vagueness 
of the suspicion* 

On November 15> 1945, I had a conference with Secretary of . 
State Byrnes at the request of the president in order to discuss the 
Gregoxy Case and the Canadian espionage case* During this conference^ 
I mentioned the names of a number of individuals who were named by 
Elizabeth Bentley as being engaged in Soviet -espionage*- I did not 
mention Alger Hiss to the Secretaiy because he had not been definitely 
identified. 

on December U$ 19A5i the Secretary of State was furnished 
with a summaiy entitled, "Soviet Espionage in the United States," 
dated November 27, 1945, which reflected the allegations of Elizabeth 
Bentley concerning Soviet espionage in agencies of the United States 
Government* This sumnaaiy contained the information Bentley had given 
regarding Alger Hiss* A copy of this summaiy was made available to 
Ur« Spruille Braden of the State Department on December 7, 1945* 

on Uarcb 14> 1946, l£r* Reams,, special Assistant to the 
Secretary of State BST^rmn, advised an Agent of this Bureau that Alger 
Kiss was on the Secretary of State's "pending" list, and that Hiss 
was to be given no further consideiution for promotion or assignment 
of responsible duties in the State Department, and that a study should 
be made of his case to detemdne if be could be dismissed summarily 
under Civil Service regulations* i£r# Reams stated that Secretaxy 
Byrnes was of the definite opinion that Alger Hiss should be disposed 
of, bat was concerned over the best manner in which to accomplish 
this* 
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TThile I ms discussing other matters with you on lyarch 19, 
1946, you advised ns that Secretary of State Byrnes wanted to dismiss " 
Alger Rls9, but had been told that he cannot do tliis without giving 
hin a hearing as he was a civil Service employee. At that time I 
advised you that I did not think a hearing would be wise as the material 
against ELss was confidential and if it were not used there would not - 
be enough evidence against him; that I thought the best thing the 
Secretaxy could do would be to move Hiss to an innocuoua position 
where he would understand the situation and resign, I also suggested 
that the Secretary of State might desire to take Senators Connally and 
Vandenberg into his confidence as they are friends of Hiss and that 
they would understand 'the situation. You indicated that you would 
call the Seeretaiy of Stite and tell him this. 

Daring a conversation I had with you on inarch 20, 1946, the 
matter of Alger Hiss again came up, at which time you advised me that 
Secretary of State Byrnes proposed, if the justice Department agreed, 
to call Alger Hiss in and inform him that complaints against him had 
been received without disclosing the source to him. i suggested to 
you that it seemed to me that as soon as Hiss is questioned, the 
questions will alert him as to the nature of the information the Bureau 
had about hia. i indicated to you the possibility that Secretaiy Byrnes 
Bight use the Department of JusUce as an alibi saying that he had called 
upon the Department of Justice to investigate Hiss and that following 
these Investigations the Department of Justice had found nothing to 
warrant the dismissal of Hiss. I further pointed out that this would 
put the justice Department in an awkward position and would be subjected 
to possible ftiture criticism, 

Oa -Uie same day, i returned a call of Secretary of State 
Bjrmes and I told him that I understood the position he was in, referring 
to the Hlas matter, but because of the fact that any interview with Blss 
at that time would alert him and ruin an important espionage investigation, 
I would suggest that he contact several key men in the House and Senate 
and explain his predicament to them, pointing out that he wanted their 
help in avoiding any criticism from "the HiU." Secretaiy of State Byrnes 
stated he thought this might be a soluUon to the problem and said he 
would call some of these men. Subsequently I advised you of ay conversation 
wixn secretary Byrnes and you expressed agreement with this proposal. 

On Mareh 21, 1946, Secretary Byrnes again contacted ae 
concexning the Hiss matter and the secretary stated that he had called 
Hiss in and asked hin if he was ever a member of any organisation with 
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The records of this Bureau fail to reflect that any inquiry 
was made hy John Foster Dallies concerning Alger HJ.ss»

Reference is made to the aicrof Oa in this matter which has been 
in the poaeeasion of the »3uae Un-Anericaa AcUvitiea comittee. Congreasman 
Richard Hixon, of the House Un-Aneilcan AcUviUes Committee, adviaed the 
S^ cWttia Ifeir Yoric City on December 13, 19A3 that he ^± ^^^ 
microfila over to the FBI this morning. I deaire to adviae that at 9^40 A3I 
today Assistant Director D. U. Iddd received a telephone call f rrai Hr. 
StrL^, General Cotmsel of the Committee, at which time ^e referred to 
tto Srelient for the deliveiy of this fila. Wr. Stripling stated that the 
CoLittee had a meettng at 10:3P AM this moniing and that Congreaaman Nixon 
deaired to tell the Committee of the commitaent prior to delivering the fila 
and that, therefore, it wotdd be arouixi eleven dclock before the film was 
delivered to this Bureau. 

At llt38AM Ur«' Bdd' received a telephone call from Mr. Louis 
Russell, an Investigator for the Committee, and he adidsed that two rolls of 
^crofiim wew being sent to this Bureau at that time by iSr. 7/heeler who 
would deliver them to ur. Udd»8 office. Mr. Ladd inquired as to whether these 
films had been developed, nr. Russell stated that they had been deposed but 
that the committee could not do ar^rthing with them. He v«s asked if this 
TOS all of the microfilm and Vr. Russell advised that it was not? that there 
was a total of five rolls but that the Comnittee wanted to use the other three 
rolls to question other witnesses. He was asked when this would be sent to 
the Bureau and !ir. Russell stated it might come up later today or tomorrow. 

At 11-55 AU Mr. Wheeler, who is also an Investigator for the Committee, 
called at the office of Assistant Director D. U. Ladd and in the presence of 
?So^ctor H. B. Fletcher exhibited three containers in which thwe was mxcrofilm. 
He advised that one of the containers had been slightly opened when recovered and 
as a result had become light-fogged and the negatives therein were a complete 
blank. The other two contained photographs of ?Iavy documents. They were, 
already developed, however, according to Hr. Ttheeler, and they were not too 
clSr due to the ige of thi film prior to the time the Committee recovered and 
developed it* ■ ■ ' ■ " ' ■ '*•

MP. T/heeler stated that this material had been developed by a llr. 
Schmidt of the Veterans Administration. Mr. Ladd inquired whether there were 
any other microfilms or documents and lir. V/heeler advised that th««7«^_ J^^ 
other rolls which the Committee had retained. He was asked jvhen this .would be 
made available to this Bureau. He stated he did not kip^JmtJ2C221S2i 
when the first three were returned to the Committee. 
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At 4:20 PU Mr. TTheeler returned to Mr. Ladd«3 office and 
advised that he iras retundng the film and that the Laboratory had finished 
T!fith it. Mr. Ladd again inquired as to vrhen this Bareau vrouild be able to 
have the other two i^lls and Jir. Fneeler stated he could bring them back 
this afternoon or tomorrow morning (December 15th). Mr. Ladd suggested, if 
possible, that he bring them this evening in order that they might be processed. 
TJheeler stated that four of the rolls were Eastman films and the records of 
the Bastoan Kodak Compar?^ reflected that they were manufactured in 1936; 
that one of the rolls, which would be one of the two rolls he has not as yet 
brought orer, was manufactured by IXipont and, according to T?heeler, could have 
been made in either 1936 or 19^i# Apparwitly the Dupont Company stated that 
this could not j be determined without exaarlning the film itself. 

With reference to the material in the first three rolls, )ir. \7heeler 
advised that the Committee had so far identified ten or twelve Kavy documents 
in t»iis first group and that he thought if this Bureau checked with the Office 
of Jiaval Intelligence, they would know which documents had been identified and 
could furnish us this information. 
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At 5:12 PM Mr. V/heeler a?e turned and brought with him one roll of 
film. He stated ha would have to get the other roll aiwl bring that up later 
in the evening. Inspector Fletcher took him to the Laboratory where the film is 
being examined* 

LJr# ;/heaLer returned to Hr» Ladd's office at 6:12 Pli and Inspector 
Fletcher escorted him to the Laboratory so that the roll he brought in at that 
tiine could be processed. This last roll was identified as the Dupont film, 
concerning which there is a question as to whether it was manufactured in 1936 
or 19U. i . ^ 



The FBI Laboratory is making a check of this film for identif^jing 
marics for the puipose of determining the age of the particular film. 

IVhen the FBI Laboratory examination has been completed, the results 
t*ill be immediately made available to you and to lir. Campbell* 

You will be kept currently informed of any pertinent developments 
during tl:e course of this investigation.

You will recall that you desired to be advised of the names oi^^aajr 
present State Department employeea TrMch might cone up during the course of 
the investigation in this matter* The following is submitted for your 
information* 

\»hittaker Chambere stated in a pretrial deposition at Baltimore, 
iiaryland on November 5, 19AB, that one of the activities of Alger Hiss was to 
attempt to draw new people of cixlture into the Chambers apparatus. Chambere 
said that as a result Hiss approached N oel Field, L awrence Dug gan, .oneYost, 
first name believed to be Joivi, and one Truebloo d, *aii cji^telDepartment' 
employees* He said that Hiss» efforts donee rniftg Field ceased when it was 
ascertained that Field was a member of another apparatus* His efforts 
concerning Duggan were likewise discontinued v;hen Duggan was found to be a 
close friend of JIbel Field* Chambers staged that no results were realized hy 
Hiss in his efforts concerning Yost and Trueblood. Hov:ever, Hiss entertained 
them and was entertained at their hordes. Hiss allegedly discussed various 
questions, such as the Spanish Civil n'ar, with Yost and Trueblood, and found 
them to be unsympathetic to the Communist cause, thereafter ceasing his efforts 
toward them. These efforts on the part of Hiss apparently were made during thm 
last part of 1936 or the early part of 1937. 

Noel Field is presently out of the country and is unavailable for 
interview* lATfrence Duggan was interviewed on December 10, 19^ and could not 
recall the recruitment effort by Hiss. 

KjjT TpyHi o^ j f miah] ppH, 4 M presently employed as Oounsellor, U» S. Embassy, 
at Santiago, Chile. He 7/as located in ?:ashington, 0. C. with the State 
Deoartment from 1934 to 1937. The files of this Bureau reflect that Vlss 
Elizabeth Bentley alleged that liaurice Halperin furnished her copies of OSS 
roorts pertaining to South American affairs. Investigation in the Gregory 
case has disclosed that shortly after Halperin entered on duty with the Office 
of Strategic Services in the early 1940«s, he was sent on a trip to llexico - 
arxi apparently while there became acquainted with Trueblood, who at that tim* 
was connected with the American Embassy in ?:exico City. Trueblood had been 
in contact with Halperin in V/ashington, D. C. and offered his services if at 
aiy time he could be of assistance to Halperin* It has been reliably reported 
that on September 10, 1946 Priscilla Hiss, wife of Alger Hiss, T;as in contact 
with the wife of Donald Hiss concerning a nursery in the Georgetown Sectloa 
of Vjashington, D. C* Priscilla Hiss advised that an Eddy Trueblood, vho lived 
in BethesdA, had a child of the age to be placed in a nursery school and had 
previously asked Alger Hiss about the school. 
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Charles W. Tost is presently emplojed as Counsellor, U. S. legation, 
Vienna, Austria. He was located with the State Department at V-'ashington, D. C. 
from 1935 to 194-5. During the summer of 19^0 it was reliably reported that 
lost had been in contact with the Geman Bnbassy in Washington, 0. r,, 
apuarently on oificial business, except for one occasion, namely, August U, 
1940, when he thanked Ulrich Von Gienanth, Second Secretaiy, for assistance in.-- 
gettlng two relatives out of Inland. The State Department files reflect that 
Yost has a Polish wife, which possibly nay explain his contact with the German 
anbassy* 

State Cepartnent files contain no evidence of suspicion directed 
toward either Trueblood or Yost, except a ndnor criticism of Trueblood by his 
superiors when he was assigned to a South American diplomatic post to the effect 
that he had "somewhat extreme poliUcal views." Trueblood was criticized in 
1939 at Santiago for tending to consort exclusively with radicals* YiO other 
Trueblood was employed by the State Department during the pertinent period. 

Chambers stated in a pretrial deposition on November 17, 1943, that 
he attended a meeting of a Communist Party cell headed by Heniy Collins at the 
home of Richard Post in Alexandria, Virginia. Shortly thereafter h« separated 
Post from the aoperatus headed by Collins and took Post into his own apparatus. 
Thereafter Post' obtained a position in the State. Department. and became a 
Foreign Service Officer. Chambers stated he maintained intermittent conUct 
with Post, but Post never furnished any information while he was a member of 
this underground apparatus. Chambers said that shortly after Post Joined this 
group, he. Chambers, disassociated himself wj.th it and has no knowledge of 
post's subsequent activities. 

The post menUoned by chambers is believed to be identical with 
Richard Howell Post, Foreign Service Officer, Department of State. Post is 
being interviewed in connection with the above allegations.

You will recall that ';«'iiittaker Chaaibere has informed that one "Felix" 
Tias a photographer for his underground CommTonist Party apparatus who photographed 
documents in his apartment in Baltimore, Maryland* 

On December 19, 1948, THiittaker Chambers accompanied agents of th«. 
• Baltimore Office to the vicinity of Konig Street, Baltimore, Maryland where he 
had previously stated that •♦Felix" lived in 1937 or 1938, After touring the 
neighborhood. Chambers named as first choice the 2100 block of Callow Avenue, 
second, the 2100 block of Brookfield, and third, the 2100 block of Unden 
Avenue, Baltimore, as the likely residence of "Felix". Investisation developed 
that from April, 1937 through Ar>ril, 1938, Felix August Inslerman lived at 2113 
Callow Avenue, Selective Service records for this individual reflected that his 
employment included airplane designer, draftsman, electrician, professional 
engineer, inspector, and photographer. The records further reflected- that 
Inslerman was employed in the Olena L. LJartin Aircraft Company, Baltimore, as 
group engineer in 1942 and thereafter was ertploysd at Sepublio Aviation Company, 
at Paraingdale, Long Island, New York, as an engineer. 

A photograph of Inslerman vias obtained and was exhibited to "hittakar 
Chambers on December 21, 1948 and Chambers positively identified Inslerman as 
the photographer known to him as "Felix". 

Inslerman is presently employed at the General Eleotrio Company, 
Schenectady, New York, o n a project knovm as the "Jlernes Project", which is 
under U. S ^Arny control. He'is working on the hydraulio tail assembly of 
ndssilee and rockets.' This, work is regarded as extremely confidential and 
iaiportant* 

Inslerman was interviewed by agents of this Bureau on Decomber 23, 
1948, and furnished a signed statement denying any affiliations with or know- 
ledge of the allegations made concerning him by Chambers, He consented to a 
waiver of search to search his residence at RFD =!^Z, Cambridge, New York. Tlus 
search resulted in the agents finding a box of aiscallaneous material including 
plan* and technical data, some narked confidential, the property of the Republic 
Aircraft Company and/or the U. 3. Arrcy Mr Force, and 36 rolls of 35 nan film, 
son* of which were developed and some undeveloped. These films will be processed 
by the FBI Laboratory upon receipt in Washington and you will be advise d of the 
results. r— -'--/-

John Leroy Kelley, an Associate Professor of Mathematics at the

to T/hittaker Chambers or to any other unauthorized persons. He stated that he 
presently has in his possession several pamphlets v.'hich he identified as Ballistics 
Research Laboratory Reports published by the Aberdeen Proving Grounds, wliich are 
classified in nature. ^ He c l ajms t h at h e has p/ithoritv bv -trirtn^ nf his position 
as a Consultant for the Aberdeen Proving Grounds to retain possession of classified 
information.

Professor Edvrard J. KcShane of the University of Virginia on 
December 17, I94S, advised that he has never received any restricted or classified 
docatients from Reno but has received numerous restricted docaments direct from 
the Commanding Officer at the laboratory of the Aberdeen Proving Grounds. He 
stated that he is entitled to mir.h dncument.q as a rnnci^it-gT^t, for the Aberdeen 
Proviiig Grounds. He advised that the book on v.-hich he is collaborating with 
Reno is on mathematical computations and theory as related to ballistics, and that 
the book has been submitted to the Aberdeen Proving Grounds for censoring.

Reference is made to ny jneraorandura to you dated January A, 1949, 
in connection -with the investigation of Franklin Victor Reao, This memorandum 
contained the results of the interviews -with John Leroy Kell^, an Associate 
Professor of Mathematics at the University of California, and Professor 
Edward J. HcShane of the I&ilversity of Virginia. Both of these individuals 
had in toeir possession classified documents which they had obtained from the 
Aberdeen Proving Grounds, Both individuals claimed that they were entitled to 
have possession of such documents by virtue of their positions as Consultants 
for the Aberdeen Proving Grounds. Tou made the notation on referenced meno~andum ' 
to "Check and see if they are so entitled.". 

On Januaiy 6, 1949, Ur. H. R. Alpaugh, Security Officer, Ballistic 
Research Laboratories at Aberdeen Proving Grounds, advised that John Kelley 
Ed-.7ard KcShane are both Consultants at the Ballistic Research Laboratories A 
list of restricted and classified material in the possession of Kelley was 
checced with Alpaugh who advised that KeUey,.as a Consultant of the Ballistic 
Research Laboratories, was authorized to have all of the material in his 
possession. 

Alpaugh advised that all other Consultants such as Edward HcShane 
were authorized to possess material of restricted, confidential and secret 
classifications regardless of whether it pertains to the subject on which 
they were doing research work. He stated that they automatically receive 
reports of which thqy are the author and in addition, classified material is 
mailed to Consultants when it concerns their field of experimentation or a 
• related field. Alpaugh stated that Consultants occasionally, when at the 
Ballistic Research Laboratories on consultations, obtain classified material 
which tney take with them to their homes or laboratories. Classified material 
wnen m the custody of the Consultant, should be placed in a locked drawe? or ' 
brief case and Alpaugh advised that Consultants have signed a pledge to safe- 
guard the material in this manner, ^ ^^ 

r^ _ - Alpaugh further advised that restricted material is mailed to some 
Consuloants abroad, arrangements being made through the State Department for 
them to receive this material through the Snbassy. He expressed t>e opinion

He said that Chambers introduced ?iiir to this man at a pre- 
arranged meeting in V.ev: York City. 

Crane advised that in the fall of 1957 Cha::ibers told hin that thfiir 
r.ork had fallen into the hands of the ::azis a'ld that ever^^one seeiied to be traitors. 
It T.tis decided that Crane should return to the .\cst Coast zzid jet out of the t.-ox-Ic. 
Charl>ers told Crane that Sherran vfa^ li\a.ng in Southern California, and rarned 
him to etay away from Shernan end that everytlainr v.ould be all ri£,ht. Crane 
advised that since has return to the Test Coast he has had no connection vrliatc^ver ' 
with Soviet espionage* 

Crane advised that in about 1932 he net one L'argarot Gutelius r.t a 
Corrnunist Party meeting in California. In September, 1934, he and this v.0T.;:n 
lived together in Berkeley, California, as r.an and T/ife, r^.d they continued 
living in this marjier during 193U and 193^* He said that he could have had the 
iRoney belt in his possession y.hile residing v.dth this w-onan in Berkeley. .T.ien 
Crane retiirned to llevr York to -t:ork for Chambers, a:.d up to the time that l:e left 
the ''.cork, he lived vdth I'.argaret Gutelius, v;ho vras then attending Columbia 
University Lledical School. He stated that Gutelius knevr th.-t he v/as coioiected 
T;ith some underground vjork and added that on one occasion the and Crane vrent 
with Colonel Bykov and 3ykov«s vdfe to a ni-jht club, (The Gutelius vfoman is 
presently residing in Nev; Orleans, Louisiana, ai;d_her raarried naae is Irs. 
Jai:C3 v:att.) 

Crsne advised he received a Leica canera from John Locrds Shernan in 
San Francisco and later gave it to Chambers in riew^Iork Cit;'-. He believes that 
Chambers later gave the car^iera to the wife of tl;e Italian to vflion Crane gave 
lessons in photography. He believes this v;o;v.an r.iay still have this camera. 

Crane stated that Chanbers furnished hiin vdth money vdth r.hich to 
purchase another Leica camera in i:ev/ York City. Crane had this caT.era until 
recently vhen it v;as obtained fron him for exaclnation by the FBI Laboratory., 
Crane recalls that he did sone photographing of docunents during one week in 
trie sunsner of 1937 in an anartrrient in T.'ashington, D. C, occupied by a girl !cno;m 
to Chai'bsrs, and that this" girl v.'ould be avray from the apartr.ent v/hile the photo- 
graphing vras being done. 

Crane recalled that Chambers had mentioned some persons in the younger 
set at the State Department, including the names of Alger Hiss, T^aurence Duggan, 
Dean Acheson, Adolph Berle, and also the late Karry Dexter T.hite. He stated 
that these conversations may. have been vdth Colonel Bykov, and it Tras his 
irpression that material v^as to be expected from some of these people or that 
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soine of then xrere considered as possible sources of material. Crcne said th-.t 
he ^ras subsequently siirprised to read some of the c.nti-Soviet sta.er.er.ts uade 
by Adolph Berle. 

Trith further reference to Colonel B/kov, Crane advised tliat he 7,-as 
Prob&bly introduced to Colonel Bykov by Charbers and that he, Crane, /.ep. 
prearranged ir^eetinss ^ffith Colonel Bykov -jh the average of o^-^ce or tv.ace a ^ 
xont-i. Crane said he never reell;'- :<ne-.v the rerscn for his contacts r.ath -./..ov 
but on occasions he delivered money frora Sylcov to Chanibers ana covr.etiir.cs,v:h»n 
Chaabers cculd not keep meetinss vdth Bykov, Chambers vould send Crane.

Inis cuiiera 
has been exandned by the FBI Laborator-y, anc. no identification has beon r.ade 
with tha wpunipkin" film in this case. 

There are minor discrepancies in Cra:-:e's story -.■.luch are beir.,- checked 
T.-ith Trhittaker Chambers during the co-orse of the cui^rent intervx^.-s v/iou Crane in 
an effort to obtain conplete and accurate facts.

V /19^8, wMch set forth the results of the FBI Laboratory report concernidn^an 
\. examJhiaUo^ of the documents produced by Whittaker Chaianbers in BaltiitiAf e, 
^ ^'"^•"TT^^md, on November 17, 1948» These documents were designated as Q-] 
rough Q-69. 

The FBI Laboratory report reflected that the typewriting, which 
appeared on specimens Q-6 through Q-69, compared most closely to standards 
for Woodstock pica type spaced ten letters to the inch. The FBI Laboratory's 
files reflect that this style of type was made by the Woodstock Company in 1929. 

During the course of a reinterview with Claudie Catlett, a former 
maid of Alger and Priscilla Hiss who worked intermittently from 1935 to 1939i 
she stated she recalls that Alger Hiss gave her family a typewriter which 
Hiss* attorneys now have in their possession and which may be the typewriter 
upon which the Chambers' documents were typed. Claudie Catlett stated she 
was unable to recall the information concerning this typewriter \mtil she was 
interviewed by Hiss' attorneys recently, at which time an old typewriter was 
exhibited to her and she agreed that it looked like the type writer which was 



given to her feumily by the Hisses.

The typewriter was recovered on April 16, 19*9, Iiuiu Iiu W. 
Lockey, Sr., colored, by Edward McLean, representing Alger Hiss and a 
Washington colored attorney, Charles H. Houston. Lockey ha3 in his possession 
a receipt dated April 16, 1949, which acknowledges a fifteen dollar payment for 
a Woodstock typewriter, Serial No. 5N230099. It is noted that this serial ntimber 
falls within the serial nximbers of Woodstock typewriters manufactured in 1929. 
Current efforts are being made to trace the manufacture and sale of the tjnpe- 
writer bearing the afore-mentioned serial number. 

While the above typewriter was in the possession of Ira W. Lockey, 
his sister-in-law. Bertha Hall, typed a prayer on this machine. This specimen 



is presently being examined by the FBI Laboratory in order-to-4e4«enaiafti 
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the typewriting thereon is identical with specimens Q-6 through Q-69. You 
will be advised of the results of this examination. 

The above information is being brought to your attention in 
order that you may take any action which you deem advisable to obtain this 
typewriter for examination by the FBI Laboratory or to obtain specimens of 
the typewriting from this machine.
